"We've just cleared the last 
legislative hurdle for the Army 
Aviation Museum at Ft.

‘The 
present buildings are crowded and 
lack humidity and temperature 
control necessary to preserve the 
aviation collection valued at over $75 
million and which is regarded as one 
of the best of its kind. Approval of 
these funds is a positive step not only 
in preserving the history of Army 
Aviation, but also to the role 
southeast Alabama has played in 
training and hosting generations of 
Army aviators,"’

After an absence of several 
weeks, we are back with the ‘‘Very 
Special Person’’ column, and this 
19th day of March in the year 1987, 
we're shining the spotlight on a very 
special lady - Mrs. Buna Levester 
Drinkard. . 

Miss Buna was born August 31, 
1892, thereby making her 94 years 
young, and we can truly say young - 
for her actions and looks certainly 
belie her age! 

She has lovely skin ; glasses 
framing beautiful sky-blue eyes 
which see pretty good, considering 
they’ve seen 94 years - eyes reflect- 
ing 94 years of wisdom and sorrow 
and joy; gray hair which was neatly 
braided in a bun and which she told 
us was ‘‘down tomy waist - I haven’t 
had it cut in years and years;’’ and 
what impressed me - fantastic 
hearing! 

We conversed in just a normal- 
pitched voice and never had to 
repeat a question in a louder tone. 
As Miss Buna herself said, and we 
have to agree with her statement: 
“I’ve been blessed by the Good 
Lord!”’ 

Now for some background 
information on Miss Buna. 

She was born in Dale County, 
somewhere around Ozark. Her 
parents were Mr. and Mrs. Jack 
Dyess. Mrs. Dyess was the former 
Wilma Hatton. 

Miss Buna’s mother died when 
she was four years old and her fathr 
died when she was nine years old. 
One parent died with consumption 
and the other from typhoid fever. 

Miss Buna has no brothers and 
sisters, and after the early deaths of 
her parents, she was reared by her 
paternal grandparents, Mr. and 
Mrs. John Dyess. Mr. Dyess was a 
farmer and they lived just beyond 
the Whitewater bridge. She received 
her early schooling at the Bluff 
Springs schoolhouse. 

Although Miss Buna has no 
natural siblings, she was reared with 
her father’s brothers and sisters who 
were just like her own. They are all 
deceased now and were living in 
Elba at the time of their deaths. They 
were: John Dyess, Fed Dyess, Clara 
Smith, who was married to Frank 
Smith; and Harriette Sawyer, whose 
husband was Oscar Sawyer. Morris 
Towles, also deceased, a cousin 
whose parents had died, was also 
reared by Mr. and Mrs. Dyess. 

Miss Buna was married to Gaston

She never remarried, and even 
today, all these years later, she still 
wistfully speaks of him with love in 
her voice and a catch in her throat, 

They had three daughters: 
Christine, Earnestine and Brunease. 

Christine was married to the late

before his death Mr. Luther was also 
employed there. 

They had three children:

Jackie, who lives in Pensacola, 
Fla., with her husband Sam Free. 
Jackie is a bookkeeper and Sam is 
retired from Monsanto, They have 
three children and two grand- 
children, 

Judy, who was married to the late 
Harold Free. Judy will be fondly 
remembered as the friendly and 
helpful cashier at Lee Discount 
Drugs. Mr. Free was a construction 
worker, Judy is the mother of one 
son. 

Something I always find interest- 
ing -- Jackie and Judy, in case you 
didn’t know and had not figured it 
out - married brothers. 

Earnestine is married to Marshall 
Reddoch and they make their home 
in Enterprise. Miss Earnestine is a 
bookkeeper and Mr. Reddoch is 
retired from Ft. Rucker. They are the 
parents of one son, Randy, who 
resides in Key West, where he is in 
the landscaping business. 

The baby of the family is 
Brunease, who was married to the 
late Roger Winston, Brunease is 
administrator for the Coffee County 
Commission, and Mr, Rogers was 
employed with Dorsey Trailers 
before his death.

the house and in the yard and 
garden. I enjoyed the outdoors.”’ 

There was a beautiful, colorful 
afghan covering her bed and when 
asked if she made it, she said she 
and Brunease had made it. 

When asked if she had ever 
worked outside the home, Miss 
Buna said she had -- years and years 
ago she worked for the WPA, 
(sewing), which was located in the 
old Blue building. 


Miss Buna has some very 
interesting and lovely memories 
which we'd like to share with you: 


About Christmas she remembers: 
“Santa would bring me candy and 
dolls and just a little of everything. I 
remember hanging up my: stocking 
and Santa would fill it with an apple 
and orange, nuts and candy, and 
some kind of little gift.’ ~ 

She told us, ‘‘Iremember making 
soap out of oak ashes. We’d put the 
ashes in a barrel for about a week 
and pour water on them and let them 
set and let the water drip off into a 
container underneath and then we'd 
make soap out of it.’’ 

Upon seeing her first car, she 
commented, “I was amazed! I 
thought it was the prettiest thing I'd 
ever seen. Uncle Frank and Aunt 
Clara and I were riding a wagon to 
Troy and the car passed us. It scared 
Uncle Frank’s mule,’’ she added, 
laughing. 

About seeing her first television, 
she said, ‘‘Lordy mercy! I thought it 
was terribly pretty! My uncle Frank 
got a television first and we-all liked 
it.’ 

And she said about her first 
-enocunter with the telephone: ‘‘! just 
thought it was unbelievable - and 
awful pretty.’’ 

I told her that hard work had 
surely agreed with her and she 
laughed and replied, ‘‘Yes, it must 
have agreed with me, although all 
the while I was doing it, I didn’t 
think so! I thought it was hard; but I 
really didn’t have such a hard time. 
The Good Lord has been good to 
me,” 

She added, ‘I married when | 
was 20 and my husband died six 
years after we were married and | 
had three children,’’ When asked, 
**How in the world did you take care 
of three little girls?’’, she quickly 
answered, ‘‘God helped me! If it 
hadn't been for God, I couldn't have 
done it. [had my own home, about a 
mile from Whitewater, and I rented 
it and we went and lived with my 
aunt, Clara Smith, and I sewed for 
the public.”’ 

We asked if those three little girls 
ever fussed and fought and she said, 
‘They weren't bad to fight. Now 
they'd fuss some, but they didn’t 
fight. I taught them from a child on 
up how to work.’’ When we told this 
to Brunease, she laughed and said 
that was the truth!"’ 

Miss Buna, in response to our 
question, ‘*Do you like the nursing 
home?'’, replied, ‘‘Yes'm, I like it, 
They treat me real nice and good and 
are mighty kind tome. They-all seem

lassured her I would, and I take this 
opportunity to solicit your prayers, 
your thoughts and your time and 
visits, for these dear people who are 
residents of the Elba Nursing Home. 

In conclusion, let me say that 
I thoroughly enjoyed visiting with 
Miss Buna and hope you did also.

Yes, indeed, | recall dreaming of 
methods of becoming an individual 
who no longer had to chop cotton and 
pull corn, hoe and stack peanuts and 
pick cotton, Therefore, upon each 
prevailing opportunity | would 
borrow books, collect discarded 
magazines and any brochure which 
Pictured better lifestyles than the 
one in which I was reared. My 
relatives frequently referred to me as 
a  ‘‘bookworm.,”’ This only 
encouraged me to read, to feed my 
mind and dream of ways in which I 
could alter my destiny of poverty, 

At the early age of 12, 1 took 
command of improving my life, and 
thus became the first of 11 children 
to complete high school and it gave 
me the incentive to further and 
broaden my educational endeavors. 

The educators who inspired me 
Were not only classroom instructors, 
but people such as Congresswoman 
Shirley Chisholm, former educator. 
Chisholm believes her most 
important achievements have been 
the benefits disadvantaged children 
have received from the Title | 
programs she supported. Others 
were W.E.B, DuBois and Dr, George 
Washington Carver, who possessed 
positive self-concepts and dedication 
to their professions and my objective 
was to emulate them. 

My parents constantly reminded 
me that the only way to achieve a 
better life was to obtain an 
education, They felt their lives had 
been wasted. In my Opinion, this 
was not the case, for the common 
Sense, moral and spiritual values, 
citizenship and love for fellowman 
that they instilled in me to pursue 
higher educational goals paid off in 
my life. These goals are perma- 
nently implanted and instilled within 
each area of my life toward all 
people, although my classroom 
teachers, heroes and heroines were 
community role models, 

The Flemings always reminded 
their children to ‘Train up a child in 
the way he should go, and when he is 
old, he will not depart from it.’’ 
Proverbs 22:6. These virtues have 
become the core of my daily thought 
processes.

The Book of Mormon purports to be a collection of books describing 
an ancient race of people in America, and the visit of Christ to them, 
The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints, or Mormons, teaches 
that the Book of Mormon is inspired, and equal to or superior to the 
Bible. The evidence, however, shows clearly that the book is a fraud. 
Among other things, its literary and historical characters, and its 
contradiction of the Bible show that the Book of Mormon is not from 


Joseph Smith claimed the Book of Mormon was an inspired English 
translation made from golden plates discovered near Palmyra, New 
York. Its literary character, however, shows that it lacks inspiration, 
Besides the generally poor literary style, there are many glaring 


grammatical errors, 
them days'’ (Helaman 7:8). 


For example, ‘‘if my days could have been in 
Or the absurd passage, ‘And when 


Moroni had said these words, he went forth among the people, waving

e most glaring demonstration of the falsehood of the Book of 
Morton is in its Sontlicts with the Bible. The Bible says Jesus was born 
in Bethlehem (Matt. 2:5), while the Book of Mormon says he was born 
at Jerusalem (Alma 7:10). The Bible says that there were three hours of 
darkness at the crucifixion (Luke 23:44), while the Book of Mormon

days of darkness when Jesus died (Helaman 


14:20). The Bible teaches that the church was established on the day of 
Pentecost (Acts 2), but the Book of Mormon says that the church was 
established at least 147 years before Christ (Mosiah 18:17), These and 
numerous other discrepancies demonstrate that the Book of Mormon is 
merely the work of Joseph Smith, and cannot rightly claim inspiration.

Relating to Coffee County; 
levying an additional sales tax 
paralleling the state sales tax 


provided for in Sections 40-23-1, 
40-23-2, 40-23-3 and 40-23-4, Code of 
Alabama 1975, as amended, provid- 
ing for the collection, distribution 
and use of the proceeds of such tax; 
providing for the enforcement of this 
act by the state department of 
revenue; prescribing penalties and 
fixing punishment for violation of 
this act; and providing for the 
implementation of this act. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of 
Alabama: 


Section 1. The provisions of this 
act shall only apply to Coffee County. 
Section 2, All words, terms, and 
phrases as defined in Sections 
40-23-1, 40-23-2, 40-23-3 and 40-23-4 
of the Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, providing for the levy of a 
State sales tax shail, wherever used 
in this act, have the same meanings 
respectively ascribed to them in said 
sections, except where the context 
herein clearly indicates a different 
meaning. In addition, the following 
words, terms, and phrases where 
used in this act shall have the 
following respective meanings 
except where the context clearly 
indicates a different meaning: 
**State sales tax statutes’’ means 
Sections 40-23-1, 40-23-2, 40-23-3 
and 40-23-4 of the Code of Alabama 
1975, as amended, which levy a 
certain retail sales tax, and include 
all statutes, including amendments 
to said sections, which expressly set 
forth any exemptions from the 
computation of the tax levied by 
said sections and all other statutes 
which expressly apply to, or purport 
to affect, the administration of said 
sections and the incidence and 
collection of the tax imposed therein; 
“State sales tax'’ means the tax 


imposed by the state sales tax 
Statutes; 

‘‘Month’’ means the calendar 
month; 


*“‘County’’ means Coffee County. 

Section 3. There is hereby levied 
and imposed in addition to all other 
taxes, including municipal gross 
receipts license taxes now imposed 
by law, a special county one cent 
privilege license tax paralleling the 
State sales tax, such privilege license 
tax to be determined by the 
application of rates against gross 
sales or gross receipts, as the case 
may be, and within specified areas. 

There are exempted, however, 
from the provisions of this section 
and from the computation of the 
amount of the additiona{ tax imposed 
in this section, the gross receipts of 
any business and the gross proceeds 
of all sales which are presently 
exempted under the state sales tax 
Statutes from the computation of the 
amount of the state sales tax. 

Section 4, All taxes levied in this 
act shall be paid to and collected by 
the state department of revenue at 
the same time and in the same 
manner as State sales taxes are paid. 
On or prior to the due dates of the tax 
herein levied each person subject to 
such tax shall file with the state 
department of revenue a report or 
return in such form as may be 
prescribed by the department, 
setting forth, with respect to all sales 
and business transactions that are 
required to be used as a measure of 
the tax levied, a correct statement of 
the gross proceeds of all such sales 
and gross receipts of all such 
business transactions. Such report 
shall alsoinclude such other items of 
information pertinent to the said tax 
and the amount thereof as the state 
department of revenue may require. 
Any person subject to the tax levied 
may defer reporting credit sales until 
after their collection, and in the 
event such person so defers 
reporting them, such person shall 
thereafter include in each monthly 
report all credit collections made 
during the month preceding, and 
shall pay the tax due thereon at the 
time of filing such report. All reports 
or returns filed with the state 
department of revenue under this 
section shall be available for 
inspection by the Coffee County 
Commission, or its designated 
agent, at reasonable times during 
business hours. 

Section 5. Each person engaging 
or continuing within Coffee County 
in a business subject to the tax levied 
in Section 3 of this act, shall add to 
the sales price or admission fee and 
collect from the purchaser or the 
Person paying the admission fee the 
amount due by the taxpayer on 
account of said sale or admission. It 
shall be unlawful for any person 
subject to the tax levied to fail or 
refuse to add to the sales price or 
admission fee and to collect from the 
purchaser or person paying the 


admission fee tne amount nerein 
required to be so added to the sale or 
admission price and collected from 
the purchaser, and it shall likewise 
be unlawful for any person subject to 
Said tax to refund or offer to refund 
all or any part of the amount so 
collected or to absorb or advertise 
directly or indirectly the absorption 
or refund of said tax or any portion 
thereof. 

Section 6. The tax imposed by 
this act shall constitute a debt due 
Coffee County and may be collected 
as provided by law. The said tax, 
together with interest and penalties 
with respect thereto, shall constitute 
and be secured by a lien upon the 
property of any person from whom 
Said tax is due or who is required to 
collect said tax. All of the provisions 
of the revenue laws of this state 
which apply to enforcement of liens 
for license taxes due this state shall 
apply fully to the collection of the tax 
herein levied, and the state depart- 
ment of revenue, for the use and 
benefit of Coffee County shall collect 
such tax and enforce this act and 
shall have and exercise for such 
collection and enforcement all rights 
and remedies that this state or the 
department has for collection of the 
State sales tax. The _ state 
department of revenue shall have 
full authority to employ such special 
counsel as it deems necessary from 
time to time to enforce collection of 
the tax levied by this act, and to 
otherwise enforce the provisions of 
this act, including any litigation 
involving this act; and the 
department shall pay such special 
counsel such fees as it deems 
necessary and proper from the 
proceeds of the tax collected by it for 
Coffee County. 

Section 7. All provisions of the 
State sales tax statutes with respect 
tO. payment, assessment, and 
collection of the state sales tax, 
making of reports and keeping and 
preserving records with respect 
thereto, penalties for failure to pay 
the tax, the promulgation of rules 
and regulations with respect to the 
State sales tax, and the adminis- 
tration and enforcement of the state 
sales tax statutes, which are not 
inconsistent with the provisions of 
this act when applied to the tax 
levied in Section 3 of this act shall 
apply to the county tax levied under 


this act. The state commissioner of 
revenue and the state department of 
revenue shall have and exercise the 
same powers, duties and obligations 
with respect to the county tax levied 
under this act that are imposed on 
such commissioner and department, 
respectively, by the state tax 
Statutes. All provisions of the state 
Sales tax statutes that are made 
applicable by this act to the county 
tax levied under this act and to the 
administration and enforcement of 
this act are hereby incorporated 
herein by reference and made a part 
hereof as if fully set forth herein. 
Section 8. The state department 
of revenue shall charge Coffee 
County for collecting the special 
county tax levied under this act such 
amount or percentage of total 
collections as may be agreed upon by 
the commissioner of, revenue and 
the Coffee County Commission, but 
such charge shall not, in any event, 
exceed ten percent of the total 
amount of the special county tax 
collected in said county under this 
act. Such charge for collecting such 
special tax may be deducted each 
month from the gross revenues from 
such special tax before certification 
of the amount of the proceeds 
thereof due Coffee County for that 
month, The commissioner of 
revenue shall pay into the state 
treasury all tax collected under this 


“act, as such tax is received by the 


department of revenue, and on or 
before the first day of each 
Successive month (commencing with 
the month following the month in 
which the department makes the 
first collection hereunder) the 
commissioner shail certify to the 
State comptroller the amount of tax 
collected under the provisions of this 
act and paid by him into the state 
trasury for the benefit of Coffee 
County during the month 
immediately preceding such certif- 
ication.

The Coffee County 
Commission is hereby authorized to 
impose upon every person, firm, or 
corporation who sells, — stores, 
delivers, uses or otherwise consumes 
tobacco or certain tobacco products 
in Coffee County a county privilege, 
license or excise tax in the following 
amounts: 

(1) Five cents ($0.05) for each 
package of cigarettes, made of 
tobacco or any substitute therefor. 

(b) Two cents ($0.02) for each 
cigar of any description made of 
tobacco or any substitute therefor. 

(c) Two cents ($0.02) for each 


sack, can, package, or other 
container of smoking tobacco, 
including granulated, plug cut, 


crimp cut, ready rubbed, and other 
kinds and forms of tobacco which are 
prepared in such manner as to be 
Suitable for smoking in a pipe or 
cigarette. 

(d) Three cents ($0.03) for each 
sack, plug, package, or other 
container of chewing tobacco, which 
tobacco is prepared in such manner 
as to be suitable for chewing only 
and not suitable for smoking as 
described in subsection (c) of this 
section, 

(e) Three cents ($0.03) for each 
can, bottle, glass, tumbler package 
or other container of snuff made of 
tobacco or any substitute therefor. 

Said privilege, license or excise 
tax shall be in addition to all other 


federal, state or local taxes 
heretofore imposed by law. 
Provided, however, when the 


license tax hereby required to be 
paid shall have been paid by a 
wholesaler or seller of cigarettes, 
cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco and 
like tobacco products, such payment 
shall be sufficient, the intent being 
that such license tax hereby required 
to be paid shall be paid but once on 
each package of cigarettes and on 
each Cigar. 

Section 2, Upon adoption of a 
resolution by the Coffee County 
Commission, every person, firm, 
corporation, club, or association that 
sells or stores or receives for the 
purpose in Coffee County any 
cigarettes, cigars, snuff, smoking 
tobacco and like tobacco products 
shall add the amount of the license or 
privieue tax levied and assessed 

erein to the price of the cigarettes, 
cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco 
products, it being the purpose and 
intent of this provision that the tax 
levied is, in fact, a levy on the 
consumer with the person, firm, 
corporation, club or association, who 
sells or stores or receives for the 
purpose of distributing the cigar- 
ettes, cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco 
and like tobacco products, acting 
merely as agent for the collection of 
the tax, The dealer, storer, or 
distributor shall state the amount of 
the tax separately from the price of 
the cigarettes, cigars, snuff, 
smoking tobacco and like tobacco 
products, on all price display signs, 
sales or delivery slips, bills and 
Statements which advertise or 
indicate the price of the cigarettes, 
cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco and 
like tobacco products. 

Section 3, It shall be unlawful for 
any dealer, storer or distributor 
engaged in or continuing in Coffee 
County in the business for which the 
tax is hereby levied to fail or refuse * 
to add to the price and collect from 
the purchaser the amount due on 
account of the tax herein provided or 
to refund or offer to refund all or part 


of the amount collected or absorb or 
advertise directly or indirectly the 
absorption of the tax or any portion 
thereof. 

Section 4. The proceeds from the 
tax hereby authorized, less the 
actual cost of collection not to exceed 
five per centum (5%) shall be paid 
by the state department of revenue 
to the Coffee County Commission, on 
a quarterly basis. Five percent (5%) 
of said revenue shall be paid into the 
county general fund. The remaining 
funds shall be placed by the Coffee 
County Commission into a special 
account to be used exclusively for 
county fire protection purposes. The 
county commission shall be 
authorized to enter into service 
contracts with individual volunteer 
fire departments and/or with 
associations which represent more 
than one volunteer fire department 
to provide fire protection to a part or 
all of the county.

Football For Theatre

For some people, the desire to 
get into acting is with them from the 
beginning. They plan their lives 
around this idea, enrolling in 
classes, accepting parts in small 


| community plays. And then there 


are the exceptions; Elba, Ala., 


©, sophomore Charlie Marler is one of 


them. He only recently began 
pursuing a career in theatre, leaving 
behind football’s helmets and hard 
knocks. 

The 6’1’’, 235-pound Marler left 
the University of North Alabama and 
enrolled at Itawamba Junior College 
after being offered a scholarship to 
play center for the Indians. 

Athletics consumed many hours, 
but there was some time for 
Socializing. It was then that Marler 
first became acquainted with the 
theatre. ‘‘l went to visit friends in 
the dorm, It happened that they 
were going to play tryouts (‘‘The 
Fantastics’’), and asked me to go 
with them, I ended up not only 
Singing, but getting a part in the 
production,’’ 

Marler enjoyed performing and 
soon realized he had a choice to 
make. Theatre and football made for 
‘too many irons in the fire.’’ After 
discussing the matter with both the 
coaching staff and theatre faculty, 
Marler decided to give acting a shot. 
His next endeavor was ‘‘Of Mice and 
Men”’ for which he received rave 
reviews, Said Phyllis Harper of the 
‘Northeast Mississippi Daily Journal . 
.. ‘Charlie Marler was wonderful. 
He stepped on the stage as Lennie 
and was Lennie all the way."’ 

His transition from football 
performer to theatre performer was 
‘criticized.’ Marler said he took 
“some kidding’’ because of the 
change but tried to overlook it. He 
noted that sports and drama are two 
very different areas, and he 
understood how people could 
disappove of his choice. 

Marler also found similarities 
between the two, ‘'An actor who 
misses a line is like a player who 
misses a block. Somebody has to 
think fast to make up for the other 
person's mistake."’ 

Theatre Department Chairman 
Bob Tomlinson and Dennis Bailey, 
artist-in-residence, now fill coaches’ 
shoes for Marler. He has a high 
regard for both, along with best 
friend Mark Gore. ‘They've all been 
an influence on me and made 
Mississippi and IJC a home away 
from home."’ 

Marler plans to continue his work 
and training in the theatre and like 
other actors, dreams of ‘‘making it 
big.’’ He hopes to eventually land a 
role ina daytime drama and possibly 
make another change in his life by 
becoming involved in business, The 
biggest change, however, for Charlie 
Marler has already happened - the 
night he first stepped onto the stage.

Charlie's next production will be 
in the spring: ‘‘Annie,’’ in which he 
will portray Eddie and Hull, 

Charile is the son of Mr. and 
Mrs, Carol Marler of Elba.)

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Workers already back on the job 


New owners now in charge at Dorsey Trailers 


Dorsey employees working on the first shift gathered inside the plant on Thursday, March 19 to hear 
company officials give an updated report on the status of the sale of the local manufacturing company. 
New Dorsey officials told the employees of upcoming changes in policy and all employees were 
informed that the plant would be shut down immediately following the meeting. 


The months-old talk in the area of 
the pending sale of Dorsey Trailers 
has climaxed with the official change 
of ownership last week. The new 
management team will contain a lot 
of faces long associated with the 
company and familiar to the people 
of Elba. 

The plant officially closed last 
Thursday as workers completed their 
shifts and reported to a central area 
for a short announcement by then 
general manager Paul Morrow, and 
a short film presentation on the 
future needs and hopes of the 
company. 

Supervisory personnel were 
immediately recalled and schooling 
began on ways to better do their 
jobs. Also a number of people have 
been in school on uses of computers 
and other highly specialized 
Subjects. Hourly workers began 
getting calls to return to work on 
Monday, with production expected 
to resume on Thursday (today). 

Dorsey Trailers, Inc., one of the 
nation’s largest manufacturers of 
truck trailers, has been purchased 
from The Dorsey Corporation by a 
group of management investors. The 
company will continue operations 
under the name of Dorsey Trailers, 
Inc, 

The announcement was made by 
Dorsey Trailers’ new president, 
Marilyn R. Marks, formerly a vice 
president of The Dorsey Corpora- 


Council told local phone service will improve 


The Elba City Council heard good 
news Monday evening when Jim 
Sullivan, president of the Alabama 
Public Service Commission, 
addressed the council and said 
General Telephone had agreed to 
upgrade the company’s equipment 
serving the Wiregrass area, 
Members of the General Telephone 
management team were present to 
confirm Sullivan's statements. 

Sullivan noted that complaints to 
his office from the area served by 
General Telephone were higher than 
normal and this caused his staff to 


review the operations to find the 
problem. He noted that they found 
the employees to be as _ highly 
professionally trained as any in the 
state; however, the equipment being 
used was not of the quality needed. 
‘*Much of it has been here a long 
time and needs to be refurbished or 
replaced,”’ Sullivan said. He 
injected that higher-than-expected 
growth in the service area recently 
had contributed to this problem with 
twice as many requests for 
telephones as expected to be 
requested by consumers.

The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
March 23, at the courthouse in Elba 
and agreed to grant pay raises for 
the three circuit judges and the 
district attorney in the Twelfth 
Judicial District after hearing that a 
new bill would allow for the raises 
and at the same time bring added 
revenue into the county, 

District Attorney Joel Folmar 
addressed the commission and told 
the group that under the county's 
‘*worthless check act’’ the court gets 
$40 service fee per check, while 
nothing goes to the merchant as far 
as service fees are concerned, A new 
bill to be introduced by Rep. Jimmy 
Holley would up the court's fee to 
$50 and at the same time implement 
a $10 fee which would go to the 
merchant, A total of 3,500 worthless 
checks went through the agency last 
year and Folmar stated the number 
would increase since the agency was 
still in its ‘‘infancy,’’ 

The district attorney said that the 
merchants had to incur expenses 
when taking someone to court over a 
bad check and the merchants were 
entitled to some compensation 

An added feature of the new bill 


Sullivan said the complaints from 
the Elba area were not as heavy as 
those from Andalusia, Greenville, 
Dothan and Abbeville areas. 

Sullivan related a conversation he 


had had with the president of 


General Telephone in which he 
invited him to Alabama to visit these 
areas, and following this visit, ‘the 
knows where Elba is and where the 
problems are.’’ The PSC president 
said he wanted the company 
executives to tell the PSC and the 
Elba City Council at the same time 
just when the service will be brought 
up to standards. 

Company representatives Bill 
Taylor and Ray Barley agreed with 
the commissioner that they would 
return to the Elba City Council on 
May 11 with a detailed plan for 
upgrading the system. Barley is 
service supervisor for the Elba and 
Enterprise areas for General 
Telephone. 

The city council also discussed 
the proposed extension of the Elba 
city limits. It was agreed to hold a 
public hearing next Monday at 5 
p.m. and toconsider including all the 
areas proposed last year. That 
proposal got tangled up in the 
problems at the last part of the 
legislative session and failed to pass. 

Mayor Bob English told the 
council that he felt strongly that 
people getting city services should 


not be opposed to being in the city 
limits. 

Police Chief John White told the 
council that traffic citations continue 
to be high as people speed, ignore 
traffic signs, etc. He also told of the 
department recovering some stolen 
property, some of which is in the 
police station and other in Florida 
waiting to be picked up.

three matters on his mind. He 
opposed the telephone company’s 
closing of the local office and said it 
was in the original franchise that an 
office be maintained.

Again he was told this had been 
rechecked and it was legal according 
to Alabama law as researched by two 
lawyers, 

Folsom also requested the 
council issue a resolution thanking 
the U.S. Army for selecting three 
Stage fields ‘“‘right in your back 
door.’’ No action was taken on this. 
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tion, who stated that the new

Beckham Vault of Enterprise, with a 
bid of $2,745.50, 

District Judge Tom Head was 
present at the bi-weekly meeting and 
requested the commission approve 
the transfer of a juvenile office 
secretary to the position of juvenile 
probation officer. The new officer 
would continue to do needed 
secretarial duties and would do the 
added work as time permitted. Head 
explained that as a secretary the 
county was paying all the salary of 
the new officer, while if the 
commission would approve the 
Officer, the state would pay 50 
percent of the salary.
